Thie invention relates to covers fox the 
rims of steering and the Iilce> wheals, and 
hits for an obieot the provision of an 
improved form of auok- uovera. 
M Kteariag wheels are known in which the 
16 rim has a, oarer of elastic mataiial which 
fitB Bnugly around the rim without the 
necessity for any fastening devices and 
has a roughened or corrugated outer sur- 
face whioh? inoreapGp tha aectrrity of the 
20 grip necessary for steering a vehicle such 
as a motor car* 

According' to the present invention 
there is provided for a steering or like 
wheel 421 independent cover of elastic 
25 material of substantially U section which 
ia Hmmng oTrer the rim of the wheel so as 
to adhere tightly thereto, and has an outer 
surface formed as ribs substantially 
parallel to one another and to the axis trf 
SO the wheel. Preferably the circumferential 
edges- of the coyer arc formed b* beads. 

The elastic material may he one of the 
well known plastiiosed eyn±hetio resins, 
and tl»o cover may be formed by extrusion 
85 and the ends oi a suitable* length of the 
extruded material joined ttecurely, for 
oiyw.winla by heat welding the joint. 

If desired the ploitioisad cover may he 
toughened by treating the extruded 

40 material of which it is made with a sol- 
vent for the puaticiser, either before or 
after the cover is fitted to the wheel. 

In tho latter ease the cover in ita £b2> 
iblo state may be fitted to the wheel rim 

41 and subsequently shrunk down hard on tile 
rim by soaking 1 the latter, with the cover 
in place, in solvents which extract the 
plastioiser and render the -cover hard, 
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tough and difficult to remove from the 
rim. 

One way of carrying" the invention into 
efeot will new be described by way- -of 
example end with! ref erenoe to the aooom- 
panying drawing in which: — 

Figure X is a plan view of a motor car 
steering wheel with cover attached. 

Figure % is a, radial section of the rim 
of th» wheel of UPigure 1« 

ITi^ura 3 is an enlarged view of part , 
of Figure 1, partly in section, (JO 

Jbexeaxing to th;e drawings, n oover 1 «t 
pluBticiflod synthetic resin with its ribbed 
outer surface 3 and headed edges 3 is 
formed by extrusion and tha ends of a 
piece of tha correct length fox the oil- 65 
cumferanjcB of the wheel rim 6 are butt 
welded by heat. The -oover is then sprang 
on to tha wheel rim 6 as shown in the 
drawings. 

£o harden and shrink the oover 1 to 70 
the wheel rim 5, the Covered rim is- treated 
with solvents which extract the plasti- 
eiseze need in the manufacture of the 
exlirufliblo material. 

The invention is applicable to wheals 71 
other than motor oar BteBXing wheels when 
a ncu slipping surf oca of the wheel rim is 
desirable, and the oover may be produced 
Xn any desired colour or cohmrg. 

What 1 claim is: — 

1. X steering or like wheel having an 
independent cover of elastic material of 
substantially U section which is sprang 
oyer the wheel rim so as to adhere tightly 
thereto, and has an outer surface formed 85 
ae ribs substantially parallel to one 
another ana to the exte ox the wheel* 

2. A steering or like wheel as d aimed ia 
Cm,itu l wherein: the cover is formed hy - 
extrusion of ples&o material and tho ends 90 
of a suitable length of the extruded 
material are joined securely, for example, 
by heat weldrng.' 

t 3. A steering or like wheel as claimed
